Lato Jingliaii papura iuruiah parli-g 
oalars ot a Borioa or iiighiy iutoroaj.ing 
and importaat oxijuriuiuula mado u.^ 
Shooburynoas that go tau 10 usialjliah 
the truth oi' tuo thoory that 
BOionco is lartiior advauuud iu oll'eucu 
thaa in dolouco.

ot tho navy. Tho i'alU or projooiilo, 
couBU'uoiod ot what ia torinod ciiillod 
mewl, waa tooiod with Finba' atool 
shot lu ordor 10 asuurtain tho boat 
form ol ahtil lur pouoiniciiig and do- 
struotivo oUcct, and alau tho rolativo 
valuo lor auch loauUb oi eteol aa com- 
pared with tho ohiUod motal. All tho 
shots wore lirod from a uino-inch 
muzzlosloadiug wroughi-iron riilo 
gun, with ohargua ol' no loaa than 4o 
lb. ol'powdor, tho weight of oaoh ahot 
or Bholl boiijg 25U lb. Tho lirst ateol 
shot struck tho ground lirat, tho socond 
hit tho vortical part of tho targot and 
buriod ivaoif 10 a depth ol llvo inchoa, 
doing no lunhor damage. Tho third, 
a llat hoadcd prujeulilo, poaotraled 
tho targot to a depth ot Hix inchoa and 
a hall, but caused no damage beyond 
starting two bolts. The laat prodLcod 
loaa olluot; and apraiig back after 
making an indent ot about tour iuchea 
and a half, Tho ralUaer chilled ahoU 
was thou tried, ono of which pierced 
tho target — which waa stronger than 
the broadside of any ship ulloat — and 
pasBud Completely through everything, 
plato, backing and inner akin, and 
lodged itaelt, after exploding, in somo 
timbor about twenty feet behind tho 
targot. " Anything more urushiug," 
BajB ono of the accounts, " than tho 
Bliook of this projectile it would bo 
diiUeait to ooaoeive, for it atruek full 
upon ono of tho etrongest, vertical 
parts of tho target, and tore its way 
through as if only oppoaed by a tim^ 
bor Boroou. Auother ponotrated I'Ji 
inohoB, Boriously bulgiug and injuring 
tho backing. Exporimonta wore then 
mado at tiio inclined wing oi the tar- 
get, one shell passing nearly through 
and romaining embedded to a depth of 
12i inches. Tho chilled Bbob was 
e^oally sucoesBlul with the shell. Tho 
first shot fired at the incline struck tho 
vertical part of the target and passod 
oompletely through an oight->inch 
plate, smashing ono of the powerful 
ribs behind it. Utbor shots wore 
tested, but none succeodcd ia getting 
half way through tho target. The 
form of the sacoeSBful projectilo was 
oonioal, and there was in couseqaoaco 
a strong loaning in favor ut that lorin. 
Many previous experi.nents had boon 
made with tho chilled metal, all tend" 
log to prove its superiority over any 
other description of projectile j among 
others was a target roprosonling tho 
broadside of H.M.S. Bolieropiion, the 
BtrODgOBt irouicased ship iu tiie iiritiali 
navy, through which ilajur PuUiser 
sent ono cf his sholla with tiio same 
ease that it ponotrated the j onderous 
defences at Hhoebury. Jiut the chiot 
recommendation to its immediato 
adoption by ll'o service ia its clieap> 
ness.

Kuropo. 

OmoAOO, Nov. 7.— A recent Con8tantino> 
pie letter gives the following aeoount of tho 

Eastern qnosiion : Tiiore is now no prospect 
of the reopening of tho Eastern question. 
In general there will bo active iuterforooco 
in favor of the Christians in Candia, but it 
will bo with the object of putting oil' tho 
Eastern question, not of opening it. Engn 
land and Franco are urgent upon this point, 
Neither of those powers are ready for any 
general clearing out in Turkey; but both 
fear that Russia would gain what was lost by 
Turkey, and both are of opinion that Russia 
is strong enough already. If Lord Lyons 
had been removed to Paris, it would have 
given color to the report ot M. Moustier to 
tho European powers, especially as ho hns 
just been called from Constantinople to bo 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in Priinco. 
Moustier is really opposed to the renewal of 
the Eastern question, This is no well known 
here that when be went to Athena on his way 
to Paris, tho mob would have toru him to 
pieces if they had dared to do so ; as it was 
tlioy howled and his-cd at and cursed him, 
&e. 

liuasia ia doing what she can b.ith hero 
and in Enropo to compoi the great powers to 
take up tho sick man's caso, for she has 
everything to gain and nothing to lose in tho 
settlement of this question. The Russian 
Ambassador hero is untiring in his eflorts to 
stir up a dilTiculty in European Turkey and 
to encourage the Uandiane and to force the 
qaeatioD upon England and France.

San Fbancisco, October 4 — The Grand 
Jury have presented to the County Court an 
indiotment charging C. B. McDonald, D. 0. 

Ooiobept MoCarty, 
and J. H. Josoiyn. of tho American Fiay, 
with the crime of libel of Wm. C. Kalston, of 
the Hank of Culifornia. The dofendants were 
all admitted to bail in tho sum of SlOOO 
each. 

'I'ho Wine Growers' State Convention 
adopted memorials to Congress and the Pa- 
cific Congregational delegation asking a re- 
duction of the tax on the manut'actoiy ol 
grape brandy to tbo rate in force last year, 
and raise the import dnty on foreign wino, 
costing 50 cents or less per gallon to specific 
dnty of 50 cents.

Canada. 

Some twenty years ogo a relic of tho old 
French war was picked up at Lake George, 
which spoke loudly for itself and told emi 
phaticully what it was made lor. This was 
a bombshell, which was found in tho lake, 
near tho shore, under Fort William Llenry, 
and which was in all human probabilily dis- 
ohorgcd at Ihe time the .Marquis do Montcalm 
besieged it in 1758. This shell must, there- 
fore, have lain at the bottom of iho lake 
about eighty years. Those who found it un- 
dertook the foolhardy experiment of testing 
its cfllciency, and applied a fuse to it. To 
their astonishment ii osploded, and a piece 
of it passed through the Lake House (which 
is of wood) and lodged in an attic chamber. 

A Borious accident occurred at Montreal 
lately. A cabman named Garophy was 
driving two officers lo their vessel, which 
lies at the long wharf. Tbe lights all along 
the wharf, for some unexplained reason, had 
all gone oat, and tbe only light to be seen 
was on a wood barge lying at Iho wharf. — 
Tho cabman drove for this light, and when 
he found his mistake turned towards the Py- 
lades, but the wharf makes an aULjle inwards 
ai;d in the dark ho drove slraii;ht into the 
water. The oliiccrs with dilliLnilty <,'0t open 
the cab door, and getting into the water luid 
hold of tho driver and endeavored to brine 
him towards the light on a barge, but thu 
current was too strong for them, and their 
strength failing they were eom[)elled to lot 
him go. Tbe cabman and horses were lost, 
but Iho officers got out by climbing ihu 
chain of a barge's anchor. 

Tho Montreal Iknild publishes a corres- 
pondence extending over last lall and wintor, 
between the Canadian FinaDco .Minister and 
the financial agents of Canada in England. 
This coriespondcoce shows that tbe Canadian 
Exchequer was rednoed to tbe most urgent 
straits, and bad to submit to tbe most hu- 
miliating rebuDs from the men of money. It 
is stated that the causes of these straits were: 
1st. (_,'hronie delicioncy, 2il. Extra expenses 
on account of Fenians. 3d. High rates of 
interest rundering it diHieult to borrow, -lib. 
Poor credit iu Britain. Just so. 

A UrilisU Coliiubiau Imuiigratiou 
Sclieme. 

London, Sept. 22, 186G. 

Messrs. EntTOas, — Governor Seymour left 
Southampton on Monday lor British Colum- 
bia, and will be with you, doubtless, soon 
alter you receivo this communication. He 
has worked very hard lor the colony since he 
arrived in England, and has its interests 
t!iorou;;hly at heart. 1 have reason lo know, 
that he ciiuld have obtained tho Governor- 
ship of Queensland, the climate ol which is 
more like that ho has been Rcoustomed to in 
previous yeais ; but tho deep intereot he felt 
in your colony caused bim to prefer it. Ee 
assured, bo is very anxious to push tbo colony 
I (no jiarticular section ol it) forward ;—liulp 
liini all yon can. Yon will find him a hard- 
working, pushini; man of business, who will 
do all in bis power lo promote the best in- 
terests of tho eolonistg, 

(.Joven.or Heyinoiir is strongly in favor of a 
liboriil emigration scheme, and will be [ire- 
pared to bring ono forward when the Council 
meets. The gift of land will attract many ; 
but the passages ot emigrants must bo paid 
it yon wish population of a permanent 
character lo reach your aborea. The colony 
of Queensland has made wonderful strides, 
owing to her liberal immigration system ; five 
years since, h r revenue waa £178,589; last 
year it had increased to .i;(j:il,-lMl — her I'X- 
ports aiul irnpiirt- in the ageregale were in 
181)0, .CI,2G5,r)U0 ; last year they were 
£1!, 51-1, ;iU8— her population in 18(i0 was 
28 827 ; last year it was estimated at 00,000. 
Upwards of 3S,000 persons have beeu seni to 
Queensland under her admirable immigration 
system ; tbe passages of over 28,0UO of theso 
were paid for by tho colony. To nroduco 
such rapid progress in British Onlambia, tbe 
i xpenditureof a fourth of your rovenno every 
.year would not be too much. All elassnn ol 
the coiiiniuiiity would benolit by the eiier- 
gotic currying out ol a good system ofiinini- 
f;rulioii. Mr Jordan, the Ageiil-Ueneral for 
iMiiigration for tlueeiislanil, from iii(|uirie.s 
he made when in that colony last year, esti- 
rnatud that tlie 25,000 emigrants, who had 
ii|) to that time boon sent from thin country, 
liail carried with them into Iho colony 
the 'argc sum of £1,000,0001 Suoh an in- 
llii.v ol caidial and labor into British Colum- 
bia within the next few years, would prove ot 
iiuialeiilablo tionefit to all classes, and tend to 
p ace iirilish Columbia in the position 
which her vast resources entitle her to oc 
cnpy.

and a girl 11 years old, lo Iho barn, whore 
they had a swing, to play. Tha youngest 
child, a little girl of about 2 years ol ago, 
remained in the house with her nioiher, Tho 
hired girl was also about tho house attending 
tu her duties. After the children had gone 
out, Afts Sims wroto a Jclter, which occupied 
bar time for about half an boar. This 
finished, she went lo tho bureau drawer and 
look therefrom hor husband's razor. With 
this in hor hand, she left the house, ncoora- 
panied by her liitlu girl, and proceeded to 
llio barn, which is siiuaied ou ihc ojiposilc 
side of the road. Tho facts as thus stated, 
are from the lips of the hired girl. Upon 
reaching the barn Mrs Sims liioK-oJ ail the 
duors on tho inaido. Leaving her yoorigi-sl 
child in a close stall, she next went out where 
the children were playing. She first attack- 
ed the oldest boy, who rushed to tho double- 
duoi and attempted to make hia exit by that 
way. Whilo endeavoring to force the door 
open, sho caught him and drew tho razar 
1UT0S3 bis llitoat, bulling il Irom oar lo ear, 
ivbile the blood gushed lorlh dyeing Ibu 
lluor ol Ihe barn with ils crimson lloon. The 
oilier sou was ihe next objecl ot he. 
lury. She lound hiiu in the iiiuldle ol the 
ruom, and almost uccompliBlied lier pnrpoi( 
without a struggle, leaving him wulleniig in 1 
his gore. Tbe eldest daughter was uoubh- | 
to escape until the demuniao mother bad i 
drawn the razor across ber throat ; she | 
pushed back the bolt Irom tho door, auii i 
rushed to tho house. She tolil the story to 
llio hired girl, who immedialuly gave ll.e I 
alarm. The neighbors gathered ut once, aui' 
a scene of tlio wildest excitement ensiieii 
The little girl was endeavoring by inarlicu 
late words and signs lo make herself under- 
stood.
